DIES FOLLOWING 


MINOR OPERATION: 


HEAD OF BREWERY 


Succumbs Unexpectedly 
at 55 at Hospital — 
Wife, Two Daughters, 
Mother, Brother, 3 Sis- 


ters Survive. 


Adolphus Busch III, president 
of Anheuser-Busch Inc., died un- 
expectedly at 8:05 o'clock this 


morning in Barnes Hospital, fol- 
lowing a minor operation one 
week ago. He was 55 years old, 
and had been at his office in the 
brewing plant within the last 10 
days. 

Mr. Busch had been at the head 
of the brewery and its affiliated 
enterprises since his election as 
president in February, 1934, fol- 
lowing the death of his father, 
August A. Busch. Grandson and 
namesake of the first Adolphus

Busch, he was the third in the 
family line to head the corpora- 
tion, capitalized at $18,000,000 and 
with a surplus last year of more 
than $35,000,000. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Catherine Milliken Busch; their 
daughter, Sallie Marie Busch, 15; 
a daughter by his former mar- 
ringe, the former Marie Eleanor 
Busch, now Mrs. Herbert D. 
Condie Jr.; three grandsons and 
a granddaughter, children of Mrs. 
Condie; his mother, Mrs. August 
A. Busch Sr, of Grant's Farm; his 
brother, August A. Busch Jr., first 
vice president and general mana- 
ger of Anheuser-Busch; and three 
sisters, Mrs. Marie Busch Jones, 
Mrs. Percy J. Orthwein (formerly 
Clara Busch), and Mrs. Webster 
Tilton of Cooperstown, N. Y. 
(formerly Alice Busch). Mrs. Aug-. 
ust Busch Sr. was at Cooperstown 
at the time of her son’s death. 

The funeral will be at 3 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon from the home 
in Huntleigh Village, and will be 
private. Interment, in Sunset Bu- 
rial Park, will also be private. | 

Started With. 

Adolphus III was a graduate of 
Smith Academy, former prepara- 
tory department of Washington 
University. In 1911, at the age of 
20. he entered the employ of An- 
heuser-Busch, and was elected a 
director of the corporation and 
fourth vice president. He ad- 
vanced through the positions of 
third and second vice president, 
to the first vice presidency at the 
end of 1918. 

With his brother, he worked 
beside their father in the heavy 
problems of the period of federal 
constitutional prohibition, 1920- 
1933, when the plant was convert- 
ed to the making of yeast, ice 
cream, corn products and soft 
drinks, and to meat packing. 
They aided him later in the tasks 
of reconversion, or resumption, 
after the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. , 

Adolphus Busch III gave espe- 
cial attention to the yeast side- 
line in the prohibition period, and 
this and other lines of non- 
brewing manufacture were contin- 
ued, in observance of his father's 
injunction that the company 
should never again be caught, as 
in 1920, with “all its eggs in one 
basket.” 

Firm in War Work, 

In the World War II period, 
Mr. Busch stated in a recent re- 
port to stockholders, the company 
also maintained a large war work

Obtained $60,000 for 
Non-Existant Persons 
—Made Payments Un- 
til His Death. 


The activities of a St. Louis po- 
lice sergeant, who died last June, 
in obtaining about 350 loans, 
aggregating $60,000, for non- 
existent persons, from the. Northe 
western Loan & Investment Asso-/| 
ciation, which operated at a pri- 
vate residence at 5461 Wren ave- 
nue, have resulted in collapse of 
the association and filing of a 
bankruptcy petition. 

The policeman who obtained the 
money from the association was 
Sgt. Joseph F, O'Leary, a member 
of the department for 23 years, A 
spokesman for the association said 
he began obtaining loans for “fel- 
low policemen” about 1938 and 
made payments on them until 
shortly before his death, 

Association officers became wor- 
ried when their payments ceased 
after O'’Leary’s death, and more 
worried’ when investigation dis- 
closed that names and addresses 
of virtually all the “borrowers” 
were fictitious. 

Patrick A. Lavin, St. Louls at- 
torney, filed the bankruptcy peti- 
tion against the loan firm. Lavin 
represents Andrew Pisarkiewicz, 
5927 Theodore avenue, and Pisar- 
kiewicz’s son, Felixand his daugh- 
ter, Dorothy. Lavin said _ his 
clients had invested $3000 in the 
loan company when it was organ- 
ized in 1938, 

Client Paid Interest. 

His clients had been paid inter- 
est regularly at 6 per cent, on 
their investment, until after the 
death of O'Leary, Lavin said. 
When they were unable to collect 
interest, the Pisarkiewiczs came 
to him, Lavin said, and he began 
an investigation. : 

Lavin said he first went to see 
Harry Davis, 5919A Lillian avenue, 
secretary of the loan firm, but was 
referred to Davis's son, Abraham 
Davis.

Dan C. Rudloff, former chief of 
police of Overland, who operates 


er a tavern at 8546 St. Charles road, 


told the Post-Dispatch he drove 
up to the hotel at the Duffy and 
Zimmer resort after midnight and 
as he tried a locked rear door 
leading to the bar he saw through 
the glass the body of a young man 
lying on the floor just inside the 
door. A fawn colored topcoat was 
thrown over the body and a tow=!l 
covered thé neck and the lower 
part of the face. Four or five 
automobiles were in a parking 
space near the entrance, but no 
one was in sight, either in the 
dimly lighted barroom where the 
body lay, or in the vicinity. 


Says He Was Frightened. 

“T was frightened and didn’t 
want to be implicated, so I hur- 
ried to my car and drove out of 
there as fast as I could,” Rud- 
loff explained. “Four friends, 
who had started for the resort in 
another machine after I closed 
my place, had not arrived and I 
did not wait for them, They told 
me later they had taken a longer 
route and when they reached the 
resort the place was closed.” 

Rudloff said his first impres- 
sion on seeing the body was that 
the man was intoxicated, “I con- 
tinued to look while I rattled the 
locked door several times, and 
a.former police 
. Anced me the 
man was dead,” Rudloff said. He 
said he made no report to author- 
ities, 

The bodies of Akers and DeClue 
were found about 7 o'clock 
Thanksgiving morning in a 
parked automobile on Dorsett 
road, about three miles east of 
Upper Creve Coeur lake, where 
the Duffy and Zimmer resort is 
situated. Both men had _ been 
killed by shotgun blasts and the 
bodies apparently had been haul- 
ed to the point where they were 
found. The engine of the machine 
was still running. 

+ DeClue’s body, the chin 
mangled by a shotgun blast and 
with a wound in the chest, was 
in a kneeling position on the floor 
of the automobile, a Ford coupe. 
A towel was wrapped around the 
head and a light colored topcoat 
was thrown over the body. The 
pockets of the coat contained an 
unloaded pistol and $12 in nick- 
els in paper wrappers. 

Borrowed Auto, 

Investigation revealed that De- 
Clue had borrowed the Ford coupe 
from a waitress friend and had‘ 
intended to call for her when she 
finished work, but telephoned that 
he would be late as he had to go 
“about six miles west.” 

Mrs. Akers testified at the in- 
quest that her husband had re- 
marked to DeClue several days 
before the murders that he would 
take him to the Duffy and Zim- 
mer resort, She said it was her 
conjecture that the pair intended 
going to the resort when they left 
the Akers flat, at 4031A Shenan- 
doah avenue, shortly before mid- 
night on Thanksgiving eve, al-

DODD IN SUMMARY 
CALLS FOR GUILTY 
VERDICT AGAINST 
NAZI AGENCIES 


Asserts Their <Acquittal 
Would Be Greater 
Catastrophe Than Free- 
ing of Individuals in 
Nuernberg Dock,

Of the Post-Dispatch Staff. 


NUERNBERG, Aug. 29 (By Ra- 
dio)—In an address crammed with 
facts and buttressed at every sen- 
tence with references to compe- 
tent evidence, Thomas J. Dodd, 
executive trial counégel, this after- 
noon reminded the international 
military tribunal that an acquittal 
of the indicted Nazi organizations 
would prove a greater catastrophe 
than the exculpation of all defend- 
ants in the dock. 

“The power of the latter for evil 
is spent,” he declared, “‘but that 
of the organizations goes on. If 
they are exonerated the German 
people will infer that they did no 
wrong. They will easily be recon- 
stituted under different -names, 
but behind the same program.” 

The speaker cited the following 
passage from Justice Robert H. 
Jackson’s argument of last Feb. 
28: 

“It would be possible to acquit 
these organizations only by con- 
cluding that the Nazi regime com- 
mitted no crimes, Failure to con- 
demn would mean that the tribu- 
nal’s charter is a nullity.” 

Dodd's terse and compact state- 
ment, together with that to follow 
by Brig. Gen, Telfort Taylor, will 
stand as the classic summary of 
the prosecution’s case against the 
indicted grotps. 

Membership Figures. 

Their membership, according to 
Dodd, comprised upward of 4,250,- 
000 men and women distributed as 
follows: The Reichsregierung, in- 
cluding the Reich cabinet and its 
two great committees, the Reich 
defense council and the secret cab- 
inet council, 48; the Leadership 
Corps of the Nazi party, 600,000; 
the Sturmabteliltingen, or S.A, 
storm troopers, 1,500,000 to 2,000,- 
000; the Schutzstaffeln, or S§.S. 
Elite Guards, 1,600,000; the Ges- 
tapo, 30,000 to 40,000; the security 
service—S.D.—4000; and the Gen- 
eral Staff and High Command, 
109 surviving officers out of 129 
who formed the actual military 
leadership of the Third Reich. 

With the summations by Dodd 
and Gen. Taylor, the American 
case reaches its end. Brief ad- 
dresses by the French and Rus- 
sian prosecutors are to follow. 
The trial proper is expected to 
conclude on Saturday with final 
pleas of 20 minutes each by such 
of the defendants ag desire to ad- 
dress the court for the last time. 

Five Requisites Specified. 

Dodd's particular task was to 
establish by means of a great but 
compact volume of evidence that 
the indicted organizations were to 
be adjudged criminal under all the 
five requisites specified by the 
charter. He sought to prove first 
that they were authentic groups— 
that is, “aggregations of persons 
associated in some identifiable re- 
lationship, having a collective gen- 
eral purpose and pursuing a com- 
mon plan of action.” Secondly, 
the membership must have been 
“basically voluntary.” Thirdly, the 
organization must have partici- 
pated directly and effectively in 
the accomplishment of crimes, 

In the fourth place, it was ex- 
acted that the general member- 
ship of each group should have 
had knowledge of its aims and 
methods. Finally, there was an 
order that every organization un- 
der charges should have at least 
one representative among the 22 
individual defendants. 

Dodd pointed out that 17 of the 
defendants were members of the 
Reich cabinet, 10 helonged to the 
Party Leadership Corps, nine to 
the S.S. and eight to the S.A, 

Interrelation Shown 

The assassination of the French 
general Mesny near Dresden in 
January 1945 was declared to 
have exemplified the interrela- 
tion of the accused organizations. 
This deed, exclaimed Dodd, “de- 
manded the connivance of the 
Reich cabinet, the S.S. and the 
S.D., the Gestapo and the mili- 
tary leadership.” 

“It is a strange feature of this 
trial,” the American prosecutor as- 
serted, “that counsel for the re- 
spective organizations have not 
sought to deny the commission of 
crimes but merely to shift re- 
sponsibility for them. Military 
defendants blame the Party Lead- 
ership Corps for initiating wars 
of aggression, The Gestapo. blames 
the military leadership for the 
murder of escaped prisoners of 
war. The S.A. blames the Gestapo 
for concentration camp  butch- 
eries. The Gestapo blames the 


Leadership Corps for Jewish po-| 


groms, The 8.8. blames the cab- 
inet for the concentration camp 
system. And the cabinet blames 
the S.S. for exterminations in the 
East.” 

Charges Summarized, 

The charges against the indicted 
organizations were summarized 
rapidly as follows: 

1. Leadership Corps of the Nazi 
party. The oldest of the seven 
groups, it was formed to maintain 
National Socialist organization 
and ideology. Through an ascend-

NANKING, Aug. 29 (AP)—Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek was 
reported reliably today to have 
approved the creatioin of a com- 
mittee of five, headed by Ameri- 
can Ambassador John Leighton 
Stuart, to clear the way for a 
coalition government taking in all 
parties, 


This was regarded here as the 
most hopeful developemnt in the 
Chinese gituation in recent weeks. 

It came as fighting in the north 
increased sharply in intensity, and 
as the Communists announced 
they might set up their own sep- 
arate “national government” rather 
than accept any new constitution 
in which they did not have a 
voice, 

The primary objective of Stuart's 
committee woypld be to bring the 
Kuomintang and minor parties to- 
gether in a 40-man state council 
which would serve as an interim 
coalition governing body until a 
more permanent administration is 
formed at the Nov. 12 national 
assembly. | 

Premier T. V. Soong called on 
Stuart today and presented the 
names of the Government mem- 
bers—Wu Te-chen, secretary gen- 
eral of the Kuomintang, and 
Chang Li-sheng, Minister of the 
Interior—who are slated to serve 
around the same conference ta- 
ble with Communists Chou En-lai 
and Tung Pi-wu. 

Two to Visit Chiang. 

The Government choices are 
scheduled to leave for the summer 
capital at Kuling tomorrow to 
receive instructions from the 
Generalissimo. The committee 
probably would not begin func- 
tioning until early next week, 

The most difficult problem bhe- 
fore the group would be to strike 
an acceptable voting balance to 
satisfy Communist fears of being 
dominated by the Kuomintang, 

Yenan wants a veto power—two-

GUILTY AND FINED 
IN LICHFIELD CASE 


Officer Reprimanded, 
Ordered to Pay $500 
for Permitting Cruel 
Punishment of G.I.s. 


BAD NAUHEIM, Germany, Aug. 
29 (AP)—Col, James A, Kilian of 
Highland Park, Ill., former com- 
mander of the United States 
Army’s replacement depot at Lich- 
field, England, was convicted today 
of permitting cruel and unusual 
punishment of American soldiers 
imprisoned in the depot guard- 
house. 

Kilian was fined $500 and repri- 
manded by the seven-officer mili- 
tary court, The court convicted 
him after two hours’ deliberation 
at the end of the 10-week trial. 

Killan was acquitted of “aiding 
and abetting’ cruelties for which 
nine enlisted guards and _ three 
subordinate officers have been 
convicted. The court-martial 
cleared him also of charges of 
“knowingly” permitting cruelties.

However, they also agreed, the 
informant said, to review all pro- 
jected amendments and to sup- 
port in committee those that were 
mutually acceptable.

As they met, only the preambles 
to four of the five treaties had 
been adopted in commissions, 
During the day, however, the Fin- 
nish political and territorial com- 
mission adopted 10 articles of 
their draft treaty and the pre- 
amble.

Shortly before the ministers 
gathered in the office of Georges 
Bidault, president and foreign 
minister of France, the conference 
had witnessed another of the 
clashes which have bedeviled the 
peace making.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Aug. 29 
(AP)—Soviet Rusia today blocked 
the applications of Eire, Trans- 
Jordan and Portugal for member- 
suip in the United Nations for the 
sole reason that Russia does not 
have diplomatic relations with 
those countries. 

Refusing to explain his position 
further despite sharp challenges 
from a majority of his colleagues, 
Andrei A. Gromyko, the Soviet 
delegate, told the U.N. Security 
Council that Russia could not sup- 
port the applications of those 
countries for the reasons that they 
do not have normal diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Union. 

His position was attacked by 
Paul Hasluck, Australian delegate, 
and by Herschel V. Johnson, 
United States delegate, and other 
members who sought an explana- 
tion. Gromyko refused to add any- 
thing. 

Johnson, already involved with 
the Russian delegate in a contro- 
versy over Russian-sponsored Al- 
bania and outer Mongolia, said: 

“I totally reject the point of 
view expressed by the Soviet 
Union and I think it is contrary 
to the fundamental law of this or- 
ganization.” 

Afghanistan Unopposed, 

The only application not opposed 
so far in council debate is that of 
Afghanistan, There still 
indication when a final vote on 
all applications would be taken, 

Hasluck charged Russia with 
“prejudice” in refusing to accept 
Trans-Jordan’s application. 

Russia had asked the council to 
accept Outer Mongolia, which has 
current relations only with Russia. 
Johnson, speaking heatedly, in ef- 
fect accused Russia of violating 
the Potsdam agreement, Johnson 
said that the Big Three had 
agreed on Aug. 2, 1945 at Potsdam 
that they would accept applica- 
tions from neutrals who qualified 
under the charter.

Hasluck said the Trans-Jordan 
application would fail now through 
the veto because it does not have 
relations with Russia. 

Declaring 4hat the council mem- 
bers have a responsibility to all 
U.N, members and not solely to 
their own governments, Hasluck 
said “we cannot on grounds that 
amount to prejudice” reject any 
nation, 

Gromyko replied briefly with 
the statement that it seemed to 
him he was clear enough on his 
motives and that he had nothing 
to add. 

China Backs Mongollians, 

China and Russia supported the 
application of the Mongolian Peo- 
ple's Republic for admission to 
the U.N. and thus differed openly 
with the United States and Brit- 
ain on this application, 

When discussion on Albania, to 
which the United States was op- 
posed, was completed with a brief 
parliamentary skirmish in which 
the council decided to vote on all 
applications at the end of the de- 
bate, Outer Mongolia was taken 
up. 
Dr. C. L, Hsia, Chinese delegate, 
said China was prepared to sup- 
port Outer Mongolia “if we ever 
come to the voting.” China orig- 
inally had recommended the ap- 
plication wait until next year for 
the U.N. to know outer Mon- 
golia “more intimately.” 

Pavie Lukin, Yugoslav spokes- 
man, advocated the admission of 
Albania, tracing what he called 
the long fight of Albania in behalf 
of the Allied powers.

EMIGRES SPIED FOR THEM 


Two Testify Against Ex- 
patriates on Trial in 
Moscow for Plotting 
Against Soviets. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 29 (AP)-—Two 
Japanese generals told a Soviet 
military court today that Japan’s 
hopes for success in a plan to in- 
vade Siberia during the recent 
war were based in large measure 
on espionage work done by Rus- 
sian emigres trained as spies at 
Harbin. 

The officers—Lt. Gen, Koji Tom!- 
former deputy minister 
of war, and Lt. Gen. Yanagita, 
former chief of the Japanese 
military mission in Harbin—ap- 
peared as witnesses at the trial of 
eight Russian expatriates accused 
of espionage and plotting against 
the Soviet Government. 


Both generals declared the 
emigres planned to spearhead the 
proposed invasion of Siberia with 
a campaign of sabotage and ter- 
rortstic activities. They planned 
to fight later in the uniformed 
ranks, the Japanese said. 

They identified Lt. Gen. Gregorie 
Semenov and his seven co-

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defendants as paid Japanese 
agents who, they said, had carried 
on anti-Soviet activities for years. 

Their appearance ended testi- 
mony in the three-day-old trial.

U.S. Stand on Atom. 

The United States has informed 
the U.N. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion that, lacking a political sys- 
tem which will avoid war, the only 
alternative ig the development of 
better atom bombs and better 
ways of delivering them. 

“This might deter a nation from 
starting an aggressive war by 
making it apparent that victory is 
impossible,” the report said. 

In two documents, the Ameri- 
can delegation told the commis- 
sion that science has failed to find 
adequate material defense against 
the atomic weapon and added: 

“The remaining alternative is 


development of superior bombs 
and superio. ways of delivering 
them to the target as counter-of- 
fensi.e weapons.” 

The report said that “the only 
complete defense against the 
(atomic) bomb is a system that 
will avoid war.” 

The commission held its first 
meeting in New York June 14 
when one of the documents was 
communicated to the 11 nation 
members. The second document

virtually to paralyze an entire city | 
of average size, that no V-2 rocket 
aimed at England was shot down, 
and also that only a _ relatively 
small amount of material and 
equipment must be smuggled into 
a country for the construction of 
a pre-placed bomb, an adequate 
defense seems still more remote,” 
the report stated. 

Dr. J. R. Oppenheimer, former 
director of the Los Alamos, N. M., 
laboratory of Manhattan District, 
wrote in the report: 


“Atomic energy cannot be de- 
veloped ‘for peaceful purposes) 
without installations and activities | 
potentially most dangerous to the 
security of the world.” 

In discussing the potentialitie: 
of atomic energy for peace, th 
American scientists cited its pos- 
sible applications to power pro- 
duction, new chemicals, new 
vacuum techniques, new instru- 
ments, new mathematical proce- 
dures and new metallurgical tech- 
niques 

In a chapter on biological war-/ 
fare, the scientists wrote: 

“It is clear that the develop- 
ment of biological warfare could 
very well proceed in many coun- 
tries, perhaps under the guise of 
legitimate medical or bacteriologi- 
cal research 

“Many plants designed and os- 
tensibly built for industrial fer- 
mentation processes could _ be 
used for the mass production of 
pathogenic micro-organisms or 
their poisonous products.”

You will recall the men you beat 
until their faces were as big as 
buckets because they wouldn't 
squeal,

Until last night, the Navy had 
maintained.that the cruise was 
initiated by the Navy Department 
“for the continued training of the 
newest of the big carriers; and, 
for the co-ordinated training of 
the surface units normally com- 
prising the European contingent 
with naval aircraft.” 

(The Asscoiated Press said it 
had learned on good authority 
that State Department officials 
have been divided over whether the 
Roosevelt and the other ships 
should call at Turkish ports, It 
reported some department officials 
oppose such a move on the ground 
that the presence of the carrier 
within striking distance of Rus- 
sian soil would worsen, not im- 
prove, the present strained rela- 
tions between Moscow and Wash- 
ington.

Stern Gang Members Con- 
victed in Bombing — 
Britain Bars Mufti 
From London Talks, 


LONDON, Aug. 29 (AP) — The 
Colonial Office announced tonight 
that the death sentences against 
18 Stern gang members convicted 
of bomb attacks on the Haifa rail- 
road yards in Palestine have been 
‘commuted to life imprisonment. 
| The commutation was made by 
| Lt. Gen. Sir Evelyn Barker, com- 
| manding officer in Palestine, who 
| had to pass final review of the 
'military court sentence. 

Results of the review had been 


f awaited tensely in Palestine, 
‘where Jewish underground resist- 
ance organizations had threatened 
reprisals against British officers 
and officials if the death sen- 
tences were carried out, 

The Colonial Office also an- 
| nounced that the Mufti of Jerusa- 
‘lem, Haj Amin El Husseini, was 
not acceptable as a delegate to the 
forthcoming Palestine discussions 
‘in London with Arabs and Jews. 

A report from Jerusalem said 
Sir John Shaw, a long-time career 
man in the British civil service, 
was retiring from his position as 
chief secretary of the Palestine 
government. The report was 
viewed here as a sign of rift over 
the Labor Government's Palestine 
policy. 

Dispatches from Palestine said 
the British conducted large sacale 
searches in the all-Jewish city 
of Tel Aviv today following re- 
ports that outlawed forces planned 
to free 500 Jews from the Latrun 
detention camp. Moshe Shertok, 
Isaac Gruenbaum and Bernard 
Joseph, all members of the Jewish 
Agency, are held at Latrun.

They will still be below 
current prices, however. 

OPA and the agriculture depart- 
ment agreed on those estimates 
after differing sharply on what 
ceilings to impose on the livestock 
markets, 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
eon resolved that dispute yesterday 
by taking advantage of the new 
power Congress gave him. He di- 
rected OPA Chief Paul Porter to 
increase the June 30 live animal 
ceilings by $2.25 a hundred for beef 
and $1.40 for pork, Chicago basis, 
in an effort to stimulate produc- 
tion, 


Attack on Anderson. 


Anderson directed that ceilings 
on dressed lamb shall be high 
enough to allow a price of $19 on 
the live animal, 

The CIO Cost-of-Living Commit- 
tee today assailed this action as 
the climax to “a long series of in- 
cidents in which Anderson has 
acted as mouthpiece for profit- 
eers.” 

In a statement issued by Chair- 
man John Thornton, the commit- 
tee said American living standards 
had been dealt “a new and disas- 
trous blow.”

Demand for Meat. 


The Agriculture Department 
said one of the factors influencing 
the boost in meat ceilings was a 
report of the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics predicting no let- 
up in the strong consumer demand 
for meats for the next nine 
months. 


The bureau said the per capita) 


civilian supply of meats the last 
half of this year is expected to. 
be about the same as in the corre-— 
sponding period last year. For 
1945 as a whole, civilian meat sup- 
plies will exceed the 138 pounds a 
person consumed in 1945, the bu- 
reau said, and may be near the 
148 pounds consumed in 1944. That 
was the largest since 1911. 

The bureau said meat produc- 
tion this year may be near the 
1945 production of 22,900,000,000 
' pounds, dressed meat basis, the 
third largest of record. It fore- 
cast, however, a “moderate” re- 
duction next year. 

Meanwhile new OPA orders 
granted price increases for pre- 
pared pancake and waffle mixes, 
canned Hawaiian pineapple and 
pineapple juice, canned salmon, 
and most syrups. 

OPA said the popular 20-ounce 
sizes of plain pancake and waffle 
mix as well as buckwheat pancake 
mix will rise 2 to 3 cents because 
of higher prices on flour and corn 
meal. 

Fancy sliced Hawaiian pine- 
apple will climb 4 cents a No. 
2% can. The agency said this re- 

sulted from an increase of 13.5 
per cent allowed pineapple pro- 
cessors on the entire 1946 Ha- 
} wailan crop. 

A one-pound can of Alaskan 
red salmon will cost 6 cents more, 
while the pink variety goes up 4 
cents. This results from a 12% 
per cent increase for salmon can- 
ners ordered by Anderson to en- 
courage production. 

The syrup boosts will amount to

The place was run by James 
Duffy and James Quin and the 
latter reported that he, single- 
handed, killed the three when 
they attempted to hold up the 
bartender. The men killed were 
Vincent Goedde, a frequenter of 
the resort; Don Jéan Hoffman 
and James Tully. All had long 
police records. 


James Quin was J. Howard 
(Howie) Quinn, who became a 
big-time gambler in late years. 
He operated dog tracks in Cali- 
fornia and Oregon, and two years 
ago owas indentified by the 
Post-Dispatch as one of the part- 
ners in the operation of the 
notorious Hyde Park Club in 
Venice, Il. 


Less than a year later James 
Duffy and his cousin, Malcolm 
McDonald, were killed at the 
roadhouse by two young men 
whom they tried to evict. It was

Zimmer became a 
partner eight years later and in 
1935 Mike Duffy and Zimmer 
opened the present Duffy and 
Zimmer establishment, across 
Creve Coeur Mill road and about 
300 yards from the old resort, 
where Lee Baker was shot. The 
present establishment includes a 
hotel and bar, a restaurant and 
bar and a riding stable, each some 
distance apart. Trap and skeet 
shooting matches are held in the 
vicinity and sportsmen frequently 
gather at the resort. At one time 
members of the St. Louis Police 
Department are reported to have 
practiced on a former pistol range 
behind the old resort. 

Sylvester (Babe) Baldwin, much 
arrested gangster, formerly fre- 
quented the Duffy and Zimmer 
resort while pursuing his hobby 
of raising poultry. Baldwin was 
arrested at the Creve Coeur lake 
resort for questioning in the 
shooting of Baker. : 

Zimmer was injured fatally last 
April 18 when a stove fuel tank 
exploded in a _ building on the 
resort grounds. In December 
1928, Zimmer was charged with 
permitting a gaming device to be 
set up in the old resort. The 
charge was dropped against him 
after another man was fined. 
Zimmer,.was charged in four -in- 
dictments in April 1986 with keep- 
ing slot machines at the resort. 
Later the charge was reduced to 
betting on games. He pleaded 
guilty and was fined $25 on each 
charge, 

Duffy pleaded guilty of posses- 
sion of a gambling device in Feb- 
ruary 1930, and was fined $50. He 
was twice arrested in the prohi- 
bition period, charged with illegal 
possession of liquor.

Gov. Donnelly, Miller contend- 
ed, “cannot deny that unions of 
public employes have worked suc- 
cessfully throughout the country 
and in our own state of Missouri.” 
He cited the firemen’s union, an 
AFL organization, and asserted 
they had “never shirked their 
jobs.” 

Miller held the Governor erred 
when he stated that the Circuit 
Court in St. Louis had _ ruled 
against the union, He main- 
tained that the court failed to act 
because it said it lacked jurisdic- 
tion, 

He repeated the declaration 
made frequently by union officers 
that all they were awaiting was 
a decision from the Missoufi Su- 
preme Court on the legality of 
the union. Officers said they 
would voluntarily dissolve’ the 
union if the court rules it is 
illegal. 

On recommendation of its ex- 
ecutive board, the union voted to 
“go underground” after the Board 
of Police Commissioners had 
ordered union members to quit the 
organization by tomorrow on 
threat of dismissal, 

Ben L. Liberman, treasurer of 
the police board, said automatic 
suspensions would not begin at 
midnight tomorrow. He said no 
suspensions would occur until the 
police inspector files a charge 
against an individual force mem- 
ber alleging he is a union mem- 
ber. That, Liberman said, might 
take a few days.

Customers at four parking lots 
in downtown St. Louis today were 
invited by parking attendants to 
“park free” because of a union 
dispute with the lot owners. 

The lots, owned by the Glueck 
Realty Co., are located at 314 
North Fourth street; 817 Lucas 
avenue; Tenth and Pine streets 
and 717 Lucas avenue. 

This practice which is new to St. 
Louis, is an adaptation of a meth- 
od used by Chinese bus workers 
who, during a strike, refused to 
collect fares from passengers. 


About 34 employes are involved. 
They are members of AFL Team- 
sters’ & Chauffeurs’ Union, Local 
618, which is seeking recognition 
and an increase in wages from 
75 cents to 80 cents an hour. The 
unionists are also picketing the 
Ninth Street Garage, 914 North 
Ninth street, which is owned by 
one of the partners of the Glueck 
company. There is no “free park- 
ing” at the garage. 
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The new county cases brought 
the total for the year there to 69, 
including 53 this month. The new 
patients were an Overland man, 
21 years old; a Webster Groves 
boy, 15; a Webster Groves girl, 17; 
and a South Kinloch Negro girl, 2. 

On the East Side, the new cases 
included a 6-year-old boy from 
Livingston, a 12-year-old girl from 
Alton and a 17-month-old boy and 
a girl, 6, from East Alton. A total 
of 119 cases have been reported 
among residents of St. Clair, 
Clinton, Madison and Bond coun- 
ties this year. 

Postponement of the opening of 
the Alton district public schools 
from next Tuesday to Sept. 9 was 
voted last night at a meeting of 
the Alton Board of Education.

“Brown Shirts” from their dis- 
tinctive uniform, arose in 1920 as 
a gang of musclemen assigned to 
put down opposition with violence 
in “the battle of the streets.”

5. Geheimestaatspolizei, the Se- 
cret state police known for short 
by the sinister name of Gestapo 
was first organized in Prussia by 
Hermann Goering and spread over 
all Germany. The Gleiwitz inci- 
dent which served as excuse for 
Hitler’s invasion of Poland was 
executed by Gestapo agents. They 
hauled Jews from their beds and 
dispatched them to concentration 
camps, They were ruthless in 
seizing forced workers for the 
Nazi industrial machine, Accord- 
ing to Dodd, the Gestapo was 
Hitler’s most diabolical instru- 
ment of oppression.

at Jefferson Barracks. At pres 
ent 128 units are being preparec 
for tenants at the former Army 


post. 

At Olmstead’s request the city 
today assured the Federal Hous- 
ing Authority it would bear its 
share of the cost of preparing the 
864 additional Jefferson Barracks 
units for occupancy. Under the 
arrangement, the Federal Govern- 
ment bears the cost of remodeling 
interiors of the building, and the 
city installs utilities, sidewalks 
and other necessary requirements 
outside. 

Olmstead indicated, McAfee 
said, that if the necessary paper 
work were carried out immediate- 
ly the city might receive approval 
for the 864 units by Sept. 9. To 
facilitate this, Mayor Kaufmann 
planned to send his administrative 
assistant, H. C. Martin Jr., and 
Walter Crecelius, a city engineer, 
to Chicago today. 

St. Louis originally received an 
allocation of 1400 housing units. 
After work was started at Jeffer- 
son Barracks on 128 units, plus 92 
quonset huts, the Housing Author- 
ity requested regional boards to 
told up further progress because 
of lack of funds. Olmstead's an- 
nouncement and recommenda- 
tions, made to McAfee in a tele- 
phone conversation from Chicago 
today, indicates that the situation 
has been eased and that the St. 
Louis allocation is to be carried 
out.

One Major Difference. 

At least one important differ-

British administrators have at- 
tempted what was described as 
“across-the-boards” revival of Ger- 
man economy. This policy repr+- 
sents an effort to reopen coal 
mines concurrently with recon- 
struction of railroads, stimulating 
steel production and other manu- 
factures, 

United States occupation offi- 
cials regard this attempt as fore- 
doomed to failure. They have 
urged that all effort be concen- 
trated now solely in boosting coal 
output and manufacture of min- 
ing equipment.

On the other hand, past ex* 
perience proved that nothing but 
unworkable compromises could 
result from any ordinary nego- 
tiations with the Soviet. 

Therefore, Byrnes decided to 
join the American and British 
zones; take all needed measures 
to improve the economic and po- 
litical health of this region; and 
thus to confront the Soviets with 
an accomplished fact which they 

could take or leave as they 
chose, 

Our new policy, in truth, is a 
policy of maximum and minimum 
objectives. Now that they are 
confronted with an accomplished 
fact, the Soviets are giving evi- 
dences of sore temptation to join 
with us and the British on terms 
we can agree to. 

This is natural, 
a carrot and a stick to move them. 
The carrot is reparations, desper- 
ately needed to supplement the 
war-damaged Soviet economy. The 
stick is the Ruhr, the greatest in- 
dustrial area in Europe, which the 
Kremlin policy-makers deeply fear 
to see under the complete control 
of the western powers. 

To secure any change of Soviet 
policy in Germany by these means 
is our maximum objective.

15-DAY ‘FREEZE’ ON SURPLUS

for leadership in the Posen bomb 
plot. Several other officers pres- 
ent, according to Pammer, were 
also executed for complicity at 
Posen, 


A bomb hidden In Von Stauf- 
fenberg’s brief case was used in 
both cases, 

Thus, it appears that Klessheim 
inadvertently became a dress re- 
hearsal for the murder attempt 
which rapidly followed in Posen. — 

“I don’t know where Hitler got 
the idea,” Pammer says, “but we 
all knew something was wrong 
that day. First, before Hitler 
came, the local Gestapo came and 
searched the castle as they had 
never done before. Then the spe- 
cial Himmler Gestapo came and 
kicked out the local police. They 
went through the castle and the 
Kavalier House from top to bot- 
tom.” 

The Kavalier House, set back 
from the castle gates, was used for

As you stated, “the position of the 
Western powers would be stronger if it 
were made clear that they mean to ap- 
ply to the Dardanelles the principle of 
real internationalization of waterways, 
for which we stood at Potsdam.” You 
went on to say that this principle, if 
applicable to the Dardanelles, should be 
applicable to other strategic waterways 
like the Suez Canal. We cannot ask 
Britain and Russia to lay their cards 
down on the table while we sit holding 
a good hand in the form of the Panama 
Canal, 

Are we really willing to let Russia, 
Britain, et al. have an equal say-so in 

~ the control of the Panama Canal, which 
is many more miles away from the 
United States than the Dardanelles is 
from Russia? That is what “real” inter- 
nationalization of that waterway would 
mean, would it not? 

Understand, I want to see our State 
Department take a firm stand now 
against Russia's peacetime advances. 
But let us remember that while Russia’s 
stand may seem to be all black in our 
eyes, our stand is not pure white. I 
flew over 300 hours of combat in the 
Pacific in this last war and do not want 

* to see us led into another war. We will 
come nearer to avoiding such a catas- 
trophe if we ask ourselves if we are 

“willing to apply to ourselves the prin- 
ciples that we are asking others to 
abide by.

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For a New Foreign Policy 


’ Our national foreign-policy makers could read 
with profit the columns of Edgar Ansel Mowrer 
and Marquis Childs, printed on the opposite 
page, and the article by Sumner Welles in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch. They could well read 
also Anna Louise Strong’s discussion of last Sun- 
day concerning the runaround being given Gen, 


- Marshall in China by Chiang Kai-shek. As in 


the interval between World War I and World 
War IJ, newspaper writers are taking on the role 
of statesmen and prophets, while statesmen 
themselves seem to be floundering in short- 
sighted detail. ; 

Mr. Mowrer addresses himself to our policy 
in Italy, Mr. Childs to the recent Bolivian revo- 
Jution and Mr. Welles to the forthcoming Greek 
election. Yet a clear relationship emerges. 
The United States, for want of a foreign policy 
that is at once independent and a reflection of 
America’s own basic political philosophy, has 
permitted itself to be maneuvered to the side 
of reaction and worse. The result is that people 
in many parts of the world are puzzled as to 
what this country really stands for, and our 
prestige suffers as a result. 

In Italy, Mr. Mowrer charges that we sup- 
ported the House of Savoy; that we fraterpized 
with many of the worst Fascists; that we blocked 
Italian attempts to purge Mussolini men; that 
we punished more severely minor crimes by our 
friends than major crimes by our enemies. Mr. 
Mowrer wonders if it isn’t about time we 
made up our minds to demonstrate our demo- 
cratic ideals. 

The case of Bolivia is used by Mr. Childs to 
warn this country to look behind political labels 
and superficial explanations of events in other 
countries. The late President Villarroel of .Bo- 
livia had been accused of Nazism; therefore, his 
assassination was greeted with satisfaction. 
Whatever may have been the truth about Villar- 
roel’s former associations, it is certainly true 
that he did some excellent work on behalf of 
the miserable Bolivian Indians and his aim was, 
according to Laurence Duggan, “to shake the 
country loose from the political vise of the tin 
magnates.” From a close-up study, Ernest 
Galarza concludes that the recent revolution 
was not a triumph of liberal forcés over Fascism. 

Greece, for a long time, has been an arena in 
which Russia, on the one hand, and the United 
States and Britain on the other, have contended 
for influence. Russia has supported the left- 
wing groups and the Western democracies have 
supported the right-wingers and the monarchists. 
A premature election set for next Sunday may 
well produce a return of King George, although, 
as Mr. Welles says, “it can hardly be alleged 
that the result of such a plebiscite will demon- 
strate in any convincing manner the real wishes 
of a majority of the Greek people...” 

Mr. Welles, calling attention to the unbeliev- 
able suffering of the Greeks, thinks the United 
States should have given the Greeks strong 
economic aid, for lack of which many Greeks 
tend to lean toward Russia. If we had followed 
an independent and generous policy, we might 
have captured the confidence and allegiance of 
the leftist groups, who bore the brunt of the 
resistance movement and who by no means are 
necessarily Communistic. 

The case of China is extremely complicated, 
and we are tied to Chiang Kai-shek because of 
his pro-Western attitude during the war. But 
it has become increasingly clear that the Chiang 
Government is notoriously corrupt, as well as 
being a military dictatorship, and even the able 
Gen. Marshall has been able to do little to in- 
fluence Nanking. So that here again, whatever 
the complications, the United States supports 
tyranny and reaction. 

The United States is engaged in a world-wide 
diplomatic war with the aggressive Russians and 
we would be in far better position to wage such 
a war successfully if our foreign policy were in- 
tegrated with our ideals of democracy, justice 
and political and economic liberty. Instead, 
this country finds itself, for a multiplicity of 
reasons, tied to forces in other countries quite 
alien to the things America stands for. 

Nothing short of a complete re-orientation of 
our foreign policy under the direction, say, of 
such a statesman as Sumner Welles, could re- 
capture the ground we have lost in world pres- 
tige. It would be a long and arduous job, Its 
application would have to be gradual and piece- 
meal, just as the fundamental changes in British 
foreign policy under Messrs. Attlee and Bevin 
are not overnight affairs. But the British evi- 
dently have a long-view pattern, whereas no 
such pattern is discernible in our State Depart- 
ment. 

A new and integrated American foreign policy 
would bring the richest kind of dividends. It 
would be one of the best ways to halt Russian 
expansion, Where Russian expansion has oc- 
curred, it has been. accompanied by brutal Red 
methods of terrorism, oppression, privation and 
the denial of fundamental liberties. Many coun- 
tries now waver between Russia and the United 
States. Coulti there be any doubt in their minds 
if United States policy and phijlosophy abroad 
represented United States policy and philosophy 
at home?

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Cincinnati for consultation and advice; smoky 
Cincinnati asks non-smoky St. Louis for con- 
sultation and advice. What, Dr. Watson, do you 
make of it? 
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The Perils of German Drift 


Some of the disastrous results of the con- 
tinued Balkanization of Germany by separation 
of the country into four zones of occupation are 
pointed out by Landrum Bolling, in a series of 
special articles to this newspaper. It has created 
a condition of economic near-anarchy at a cost 
to the British and United States occupiers of 
$500,000,000 a year. There are still other costly 
consequences as well. 

Settlement of the German peace is the first 
question in order of importance on the victori- 
ous nations’ agenda. Germany was the nation 
that provoked the first and second World Wars, 
and unless it is dealt with more wisely this time 
than it was at Versailles, it may provoke a third, 
How is it, then, that the peace treaty that is first 
in importance is last on the calendar? 

While the major problem of Germany waits, 
the minor problems of Bulgaria, Romania, Aus- 
tria, Hungary and Italy are wrangled over as 
heatedly, as seriously and.as lengthily as if they 
were the main point. They are not; they are 
side issues, 

If the German peace could be settled promptly 
and well, the many littke peaces would become 
much easier to settle. As long as Germany re- 
mains a question mark in the postwar world, 
every auxiliary peace treaty remains harder to 
agree upon than it should he. 

For still another thing, an unsettled Germany 
continues to invite the victors to vie with one 
another for its favor. This crowning piece of 


folly has repercussions all over Europe and Asia. 


Russia’s overtures for a strong and friendly 
Germany may not be altogether unconnected 
with the reported maneuvers of Gen, MacArthur, 
the Supreme Commander in Japan, to bring that 
country into the United States orbit. 

Germany broken apart, with rival victors com- 
peting for the doubtful favor of a defeated 
enemy, is as dangerous as a blade out of its 
scabbard. It is about time peace terms for the 
No, 1 ex-enemy state received the position on 
the agenda its importance warrants. 
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Gov. Donnelly on the Police 

Gov. Donnelly, whose manner is usually calm 
and judicial, stepped out of this role to deliver 
a passionate denunciation of the St. Louis police 
union, in a speech before the Missouri Farmers’ 
Association. It is quite evident that the Gov- 
ernor is deeply stirred by the issue and that he 
was at pains to advance the best arguments at 
his command in support of his position. 

As matters stand, however, the issue will not 
be decided by the Governor or by anybody else 
but by the Supreme Court of Missouri, before 
which it is pending. The Governor, evidently 
stung by the charge that he attempted to break 
up the union without waiting for a judicial de- 
termination, charges the police themselves with 
flouting the law by organizing before they knew 
it was legal to organize. 

It is true they organized in defiance of the 
rules of the Police Department, but they be- 
lieved those rules to be illegal, and it is a little 
difficult to understand how the police could 
have put the rules to a decisive test unless they 
had organized. 
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More Than Taskmasters 


Superintendent Hickey’s sponsorship of an 
after-school recreation program as a means of 
curbing the wave of vandalism against the public 
schools has every appearance of soundness and 
even of inspiration. The schools evidently fall 
short when they so far fail to inspire loyalty 
that students in considerable numbers wish to 
wreck school and community property. 

It is the function of the school to build char- 
acter as well as to teach the usual school texts. 
As between the two, indeed, the building of 
character is the more important. The after- 
school program, for which teachers would re- 
ceive extra pay, will give an opportunity for 
the instructors to become something more than 
stiff and demanding taskmasters. They will 
have a chance to develop personal friendships 
with the pupils and to raise the student's vision 
beyond the humdrum of a broken or underprivi- 
leged home. 

“We hope,” says Superintendent Hickey, “that 
through a program of intramural and interschool 
sports and other activities we can better under- 
stand the youngsters.” The words are well put 
—they show a realization that the teachers have 
the burden of getting more into the minds of 
their charges. It is the rare and exceptional 
youngster who eannot be won over and set 
straight, at least within the school, by a warm 
and understanding teacher, 
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A Cloud Over Housing 


Wilson Wyatt told a Catholic conference the 
other day that the emergency program will only 
“blunt the edge’’ of the housing shortage. Like 
the White Knight in Alice, construction must run 
very fast just to keep the supply from falling 
still further behind the need. If the deficit is 
to be eliminated, building for expansion and re- 
placement must commence on an unparalleled 
scale as soon as the emergency program passes 
the peak. ' 

It is generally agreed that 12,500,000 dwelling 
units should be built in the next 10 years. The 
need is beyond controversy. So, one would think, 
is the necessity for a combined public and pri- 
vate effort under Federal auspices, Otherwise 
the need cannot be met. The very cautious Sen- 
ator Taft knows that, and the Senate has agreed 
with him, Surely the House, too, agrees, But 
the House was not allowed to vote on the Wag- 
ner-Ellender-Taft bill. A few men on a commit- 
tee were against it, so they simply bottled it up. 

The committee’s act was policy-making by a 
tiny cabal to serve a minority of real estate op- 
erators who fatten on the traffic in scarcity and 
slums. The evil verdict thus undemocratically 
arrived at will be a cloud over the new Congress. 
Every candidate for Congress should be pressed 
to express himself unmistakably for or against 
its prompt removal.

The whole nation is in need of a tidal 
wave of paint. Go out across the country 
and you will be appalled at our barren and 
weather-scarred houses, buildings, boxcars 
and fences. Everything is in need of re- 
pair and refurbishing. 


Millions of new houses are necessary, too. 
There is enough needed housing to keep 
millions of workers busy for the next 15 
or 20 years. 

Millions of dollars’ worth of machinery 
and tools are needed to replace the stock 
worn out in high-speed war production. 

The war has literally taken the shirts off 
our backs, not to mention the sheets and 
pillow slips off our beds. Such a condition 
inevitably will call for expansion of the 
textile industry, ? 


A New Industrial Frontier 


The whole world needs everything we can 
produce, and if we do not help fill the need 
at once, as well as our domestic need, some- 
body else will. We have the trained men 
and the industrial facilities. 

Historically, depressions usually follow 
wars. It has not always been so with us, 
We are an ingenious and adventurous peo- 
ple, capable of pulling ourselves up by our 
bootstraps. 

After the Civil War, we opened up the 
West, and miners, hunters and farmers 
flooded the plains and the mountains to 
produce new wealth, After the Spanish- 
American War came the gas engine and the 


automobile, which revolutionized industry, 
travel and the distribution of population. 
The radio and the airplane helped save us 
after World War I, 


Now, after World War II, what have we 
to look forward to except the old way of 
industrial life, production to the saturation 
point, and retirement to a depression? More 
than we have ever had. 


Synthetic rubber, new plastics, new life 
saving drugs, like penicillin and streptomy- 
cin, some of which eventually may enable 
us to live to be centenarians—all of them 
came out of the laboratories. The possibil- 
ities of the chemical industry stagger the 
imagination. 


“If We Have Faith...” 


The airplane industry has entered a new 
era of fast and inexpensive freight and 
passenger flying, learned from the ATC 
during the war. One air transportation 
company has already announced that it 
is expanding 15 times to meet the rising 
demands for air travel and freight. 


Just in the offing is television, and atom- 
ic energy is sending up ite first electronic 
giow. In all of these new fields we are 
leaders today, We must atay in the lead. 


One of the finest examples of intelligent 
conservation is water power. The construc- 
tion of multipurpose dams has been and 
will continue to be one of the most impor- 
tant conservation and development pro- 
grams in this country. These dams may 
cover the Wert with industries, light up 
every farm home, and provide cheap power 
for every farmer. 


It already has done that for one part of 
the South. I saw this development close- 
up, when I was manager of power for the 
great Tennessee Valley Authority project. 


If we hit the ball industrially, as we al- 
ways have, we cannot fail to win the re- 
spect and emulation of other nations. 


We proved in the war that we sought 
no material thing. We asked for no pos- 
sessions, no booty of any kind. We fought 
for the rights of man. Today no little na- 
tion distrusts us. 


What lies ahead for America? A peace- 
ful and united world—if we assume the 
leadership. A fabulously prosperous and 
happy people—if we have faith and go to 
work, if we use our power with justice, 
kindness and humility. 


RAISING TEACHER SALARIES 


From the Los Angeles Times. 

Among the 17 largest cities in the United 
States, Los Angeles, starting this fall, will 
pay its elementary school teachers salaries 
second only to those paid by New York. 

The new range of salaries is $2310 for 
beginners to $3660 for teachers who haye 
been in the state system 10 years or more. 
Increases in pay are automatic, with one 
each year for 10 years. More than two- 
thirds of the 4700 elementary teachers will 
receive the maximum salary or something 
near it. All 4700 will receive increases of 
about 21 per cent. 

The new range of salaries for high school 
teachers is $2560 to $4060. Two of the 17 
largest cities have higher maximum gala- 
ries, New York and St. Louis. Most New 
York high school teachers receive $5000; 
quite a few in St. Louis get $4200. About 
two-thirds of the 3900 Los Angeles high 
school teachers will receive the maximum 
salary of $4060. The increases range from 
14 to 21 per cent. 
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Backwash of War 


MISTER ROBERTS, by Thomas 

Miffiin Co., Boston.) 

This is a book about the war, but it fs 
not a “war book.” It is the story, almost 
plotless, of life aboard a Navy cargo ship 
in the backwashes of the Pacific, told in 
a series of sketches and anecdotes. 

“Mister Roberts”—Lt. Douglas Roberts 
of the Naval Reserve—comes ag close to 
being a central character as any in the 
book, but he is hardly more important than 
several other members of the crew of the 
“U. 8. 8. Reluctant,” and he is certainly 
subordinate to the crew as a group. One 
suspects that the author, who spent the war 
years in naval service himself, once dedi- 
cated himself to writing a volume of com- 
memoration for a fallen comrade. The re- 
sult, one further suspects, is not quite what 
the author intended. 

* + * 


It is nevertheless an excellent plece of 
writing, giving an accurate insight into 
what the war was like for probably the 
majority of Navy men. Plodding back and 
forth from atoll to island to atoll, never 
encountering an enemy plane or sub, never 
going ashore at any place that resembled 
civilization, never seeing anything much 
except one’s own shipmates for unending 
months—that is the basic material of which 
this book is molded. 

A dull book in epic style might have re- 
sulted, but didn't. “Mister Roberts” is full 
of belly laughs. When men are condemned 
to day-after-day tedium with only an oc- 
casional ancient movie for relief, the sit- 
uation is likely to be explosive.. The au- 
thor touches only lightly on the explosions 
that had unhappy results. Whole chapters 
are devoted to some of the others, such as 
Ensign Pulver's ill-fated attempt to biast 
the hated captain right out of his cabin, 
and the night Lt. Roberts threw the cap- 
tain’s palm tree overboard. 

There are passages of quiet tragedy also, 
as when Radioman Thompson was refused 
emergency leave to attend the funeral of 
his child, whom he never had seen; and 
some sensitive philosophic discussions that 
probe well the minds of young men without 
hope in unheroic war. 

* * « 


The author tells his stories largely in the 
vernacular of the men who lived them. 
Since it is rough-and-ready sailor talk, full 
of casual obscenities, it is not the kind of 
book to give grandma, even if she is proud 
of grandsons in the Navy. And yet it quali- 
fies sufficiently as literature to have been 
published in part by the Atlantic Monthly, 
and to have prompted that magazine to 
order other stories by the author. 

As for Mister Roberts himself, though 
his influence pervades the ship and he is 
loved by every man aboard (except the 
captain), he remains a shadowy character. 
The author has told us too little of his 
background, his family, his friends, his mo- 
tivations for him to become a thoroughly 
real character. Perhaps that was done de- 
liberately; the author may have meant 
merely to sketch the outlines of that type 
of individual who in the doing of his daily 
duties rose almost to saintliness. Such men 
were rare in the Pacific War, but they did 
exist.

to a 30,000-word article by John 
Hersey on the obliteration of 
Hiroshima by the atomic bomb. 

Of the usual New Yorker pat- 
tern, only the cover, the advertise- 
ments and the tabulated index of 
entertainments remain, There are 
no cartoons, no reviews, no for- 
eign letters; there is not even an 
item for the “department of am- 
plification, vilification and abuse.” 
The reading matter consists of 42 
pages of John Hersey, 

The departure is explained in a 
footnote to the first page of read- 
ing matter, which says “To our 
readers: The New Yorker this 
week devotes its entire editorial 
space to an article on the almost 
complete obliteration of a city by 
one atomic bomb, and what hap- 
pened to the people of that city. 
It does so in the conviction that 


}ifew of us have yet comprehended 


the all but incredible destructive 
power of this weapon, and that 
everyone might well take time to 
consider the terrible implications 
of its use. The Editors.” 


To break the shock, a white 
band has been put around all 
news-stand copies, on which is 
printed a warning to prospective 
purchasers that a story about 
Hiroshima and nothing else 
awaits them. 


The story is illustrated only on 
its third page, where an outline 
map of Hiroshima brings up the 
foot of the second column, 


Hersey’s report is devoted al- 
most entirely to the lives of six 


Japanese in the moments before | 


the bomb blast, in the instant of 
the blast and in the year that 
has followed, The grim tales are 
told directly and without elabo- 
ration, 


Of these six, he says, “each of 
them counts mahy smal! items of 
chance or volition—a step taken 
in time, a decision to go indoors, 
catching one streetcar ahead of 
the next—that spared him.” 


Hersey records that nobody in 
Hiroshima recalls hearing any 
sound when the bomb exploded, 
although a fisherman nearly 20 
miles away said he heard a tre- 
mendous explosion. Although 
much of Hiroshima burned down, 
the atom bomb started few fires. 
The rest were caused by timber 
falling on stoves going at break- 
fast time. 


The article says that early fig- 
ures on the number of killed and 
injured—78,150 dead and 37,425 
wounded—had been changed by 
investigators to at least 100,000 
killed and almost 100,000 injured, 
= of a total population of 245,- 


“Sixty-two thousand out of 90,- 
000 buildings were destroyed,” it 
states. “Six thousand more dam- 
aged beyond repair. In the heart 
of the city (are) only five mod- 
ern buildings that could be used 
again without major repairs.” 


(The strategic bombing survey 
released last June 19 gaid that 
Hiroshima's prewar population 
was 340,000 and that 30 per cent 
of that number might have been 
killed and another 30 per cent 
wounded, or 102,000 of each, about 
the same as Hersey’s estimate.) 

The cover strikes the only dis- 
cordant note, Bright and colorful, 
it ig a satirical conception of a 
“bird's-eye view of a summer re- 
sort.” 

Hersey, author of “Into the Val- 
ley” and “A Bell for Adano,” was 
assigned to do the story last Sep- 
tember when he left for Japan. 
When it came in some weeks ago, 
the editors said, they soon came 
to the conclusion that its impact 
would be reduced if it were split 
into installments or edited down.

We play ball 
comfortably enough with the con- 
servative Christian Democratic 
Union in Bavaria and with the 
Social Democrats in Hesse, but in 
a friendly neutral sort of way.

HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 
WENT to New York City on 
Monday afternoon in order to 
be at the Democratic State 

Committee headquarters on Tues- 
day morning to meet Chairman 
Paul Fitzpatrick and a number of 
other Democratic leaders. We 
had a pleasant meeting, at which 
they formally requested me to be 
temporary chairman and keynoter 
of the Democratic state conven- 
tion which opens in Albany next 
Tuesday. 

I understand that this is the 
first time that a woman has been 
asked to be temporary chairman 
of a New York Democratic con- 
vention. I realize, of course, that 
this honor hag been given to me 
in deference to my husband's 
memory and in recognition of the 
importance of women in the Dem- 
ocratic party—that there is noth- 
ing personal in the designation. I 
only hope I will be able to play 
my part creditably. 

If possible, I would like not 
only to express the hopes and pur- 
poses of the women in the Demo- 
cratic party in this state, but to 
speak, too, of the things that the 
party as a whole, men and women 
together, feel are essential to our 
success in the state and in the 
nation as well. New York State 
has often in the past pioneered in 
Democratic thinking, and I hope 
it will again in the future. 

I was back here at Hyde Park 
yesterday in time to entertain two 
very pleasant guests at luncheon, 
and then to go to our Dutchess 
county fair for the opening of 
the flower show. fF presented the 
prize for the day for the best all- 
around exhibit.

Any left-over 
cooked fresh corn that is atill 
moist can be folded into a good 
pancake batter, or corn may be 
cut from the cob, then cooked 
slightly, cooled and used, Or it 
may be left uncooked. If un- 
cooked, it should be cut so that 
the tops of the kernels are shaved 
off with a sharp knife and the 
milk in the rest of the kernel 
scraped out with the back of a 
knife. When the corn is very ten- 
der and the milk scraped out is 
very thin and sweet, the amount 
of liquid in the pancake will need 
to be decreased to the point where 
the batter is of a normal consis- 
tency after the new corn is added. 
New griddles of rectangular shape 
and covering two burners like 
those grandmother used are now 
on the market, but instead of soap 
stone or iron, they are made of 
a light weight magnesium alloy 
and require no greasing. In fact, 
they are so good looking that one 
can take the foods cooked on it 
right to the table with an im- 
pressive appearance as though 
they were on a handsome tray or 
platter, 

Sour Cream Pancakes, 

One and one-eighth cup all- 
purpose flour, one and one-half 
teaspoons baking powder, three- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon soda, one egg, one pint sour 
cream, three-fourth cup milk, two 
cups left-over corn, cut from cob. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with baking powder, 
salt and soda. Break egg into mix- 
ing bowl, beat throughly, stir in 
sour cream, milk and corn, Turn 
in sifted dry ingredients all at 
once and beat until perfectly 
smooth, Grease griddle lightly and 
heat until moderately hot, or to 
a temperature of 300-320 degrees 
F. by a griddle thermometer. Pour 
out one-fourth cup batter for each 
cake, bake until top side is full 
of air bubbles, and underside is 
golden brown, Then turn to bake 
until brown on under side. Turn 
only once. A spatula or pancake 
turn is desirable for turning cake. 
Serve at once with butter. and 
hot syrup, honey or sugar, or with 
creamed poultry, meat or vegeta- 
bles. Five servings.

Children are also more easily 
diverted by the events of the moment, 

Psychologists do not recommend punishment as a general 
rule, nor do we like to have children associate pain with school, 
else they unfortunately develop a dislike for the classroom. But 
children must not be allowed to rule their parents and avoid 
necessary responsibilities. 

We cured Sue in part by having her take a bitter “tonic” 
for her nerves but only on those days when she didn’t feel like 
going to school. The tonic was so repulsive that schoo] became 
more pleasant by contrast.

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War Objectors Still Part of Scene 


Almost 3000 Are Confined in Camps, 5000 Others in Federal Prisons

NEW YORK, Aug. 29. 

N more than a year after the 
| surrender of Japan there are 

still 2868 conscientious object- 
ors confined and working in the 
United States. Close to 5000, many 
of them claiming conscientious ob- 
jection to war, are serving time 
in Federal prisons. 

The 2868, some 780 of whom are 
undergoing mustering out proc- 
esses, are at work in 93 units 
spread throughout the country. 
Their duties, for which they are 
paid nothing, all but run the 
range of human endeavor. 

Some are doing voluntary work 
as human guinea pigs in medical 
and scientific experimentation, In 
this work they have been exposed 
to, and are being exposed to, 
starvation, diseases and such tests 
as helping medical and military 
men study the most amount of 
heat or cold the average person 
can stand. 

The conscientious objectors who 
have met every government test 
to assay their sincerity—and the 
tests are rigorous — are being 
mustered out of payless service at 
the same rate at which the armed 
forces are reducing their size. The 
discharge percentage of the 11,- 
952 “genuine” cases picked up and 
confined during the war is 82.5 
per cent, a spokesman for Selec- 
tive Service has reported. 

Of the “genuine” cases, many 
were repeaters. Men who refused 
to serve in the army, when draft- 
ed, and who were sent to con- 
scientious objector camps for lim- 
ited periods, often refused to serve 
when called again, and were re- 
turned to camps. 

The 5000 now in penitentiaries, 
having been unable to establish 
their right to the conscientious 
objector label, are serving sen- 
tences up to five years. At S»lec- 
tive Service headquarters it was 
said that they woyld be deprived 
of such civil rights as voting and 
owning property. 

But the “genuines” are simply 
returning to the civilian pool, with 
no deprivation of privileges. They 
are for the greater part Quakers, 
Mennonites, Brethren and Christa-

delphians. Unlike instances in 
World War I there were no known 
cases in this war of objectors be- 
ing flogged in public or killed 
with the consent of military au- 
thorities. 


Selective Service, in reviewing 
the cases of seven strikers recent- 
ly convicted in New York's big 
flats settlement, and 47 more 
striking objectors located at the 
Glendora (Calif.) camp, said that 
it does not acknowledge striking 
rights for an objector, 


The objectors in the 93 official 
units are given a regular army 
ration and are permitted occasion- 
al entertainment -and _ religious 
services. Many other objectors, 
given the alternate of entering an 
objectors’ camp, going to prison, 
or entering the medical corps of 
the Army, chose the latter. 

Some of these, including the 


most famous, Lew Ayres, film star, 
performed creditably in action 
while serving with the medical 
corps overseas. 


There has been no alteration in 
Selective Service regulations since 
the end of the war, so far as deal- 
ing with objectors is concerned. 
Objectors drafted today must (1) 
serve in the armed forces, (2) go 
to prison, (3) enter the medical 
corps with the understanding that 
they will see no combat duty in 
time of war, or (4) enter a con- 
scientious objectors’ camp for 18 
months, the servicemen’s span of 
duty, 

Objectors mustered out of work 
as attendants in insane asylums 
have been largly instrumental in 
the recent state reforms. Others 
have rendered good service to 
various government departments, 
including the Interior. 


A parachute fire-fighting brigade 
of objectors was dropped into m v- 
eral forest fires, on voluntary serv- 
ice, and in at least one case a 
group of such objectors was in 
charge of regular Army units 
helping fight the blaze. ' 

Many were given a variety of 
diseases during the war, and re- 
covered with medicines which, in 
time, were sent abroad for use on 
sick troops. 

Starvation crews permitted 
themselves to be reduced to semi- 
skeletons, and then did heavy 
work on a 1500-calory diet per 
dient, and from this valuable in- 
formation was gained as to the 
feeding of depressed areas in 
Europe and Asia.

WALLACE LEAVES FOR MEXICO 
TONIGHT TO DISCUSS INDUSTRY

“This is largely a courtesy 
trip to see old friends and has 
nothing to do with the internal 
politics of Mexico.” 

Wallace is making the trip at 
the invitation of President Avila 
Camacho, whom he described “as 
an old friend whom I like very 
much.” The Secretary attended 
Camacho's inauguration in De- 
cember, 1940.
